Ed. minister 
on power trip: 
Turfed teacher 


Unfair punishment? 
Fort Mac teacher lost 
certificate for violence 


Alberta’s education minister is 
assuming “dictator-lilce pow¬ 
ers” by overruling a committee 
and permanenUy ending the ca¬ 
reers of certain teachers, char¬ 
ges one former educator who 
found himself on the wrong 
end of one such decision. 

Darcy Steele lost his teach¬ 
ing certificate in March 2013 
in the wake of three incidents 
in 2009 and 2010 that occurred 
while he worked for Northland 
School Division and the Fort 
McMurray Roman Catholic Sep¬ 
arate School District. 

Documents provided by the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
detail him kicking a desk, chair 
and water bottle at three stu¬ 
dents, causing bruises and, in 
some cases, emotional trauma. 

In an interview with Metro, 
Steele took responsibility for 
his actions, but said the power 
to discipline educators should 
remain with a hearing commit¬ 
tee established by the ATA. 

Tensions have risen in re¬ 
cent weeks after a report re¬ 
leased by a government-created 
provincial teaching task force 
recommended moving to an¬ 
other model to discipline edu¬ 
cators. Jeff Johnson publicly 
criticized union representatives 
for imposing suspensions, rath¬ 
er than terminations, on educa¬ 
tors guilty of sex- and violence- 
related infractions. 


But Steele accused Johnson 
of “power-tripping.” 

“As a politician, he is of 
course going to make grandiose 
statements using buzzwords 
like ‘consultation,’ ‘engage¬ 
ment’ ... but this is all just win¬ 
dow dressing,” he said. 

“ft makes for a good sound 
bite and nothing more. My ex¬ 
perience in the past has been 
that the minister will engage a 
focus group with a certain out¬ 
come in mind and then go with 
whatever recommendations 
are being put forward.” 

In Steele’s case, the ATA 
committee advised a two-year 
suspension. But in an inter¬ 
view last week, Johnson noted 
that Steele had pleaded guilty 
to two assault charges outside 
of the classroom as well. The 
minister’s press secretaiy said 
the now-terminated teacher 
“should never have been in the 
classroom in the first place.” 

Jonathan Teghtmeyer, the 
ATA’s associate co-ordinator of 
communication, accused the 
minister of an “inappropriate 
intrusion that was done for ... 
political reasons,” and said it’s 
having a damaging effect on on¬ 
going disciplinaiy proceedings.

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Commonwealth Games 


City spends $20K 
to send staff to 
London as part of 
bidding process 

Edmonton’s bills for the 
Commonwealth Games 
have started to pile up, 
with a $20,000 trip to 
London the first on the 
books of what could be a 
$ 7-million bid. 

The city is still looking 
for the provincial govern¬ 
ment to cover up to $5 mil¬ 
lion of those costs, which 
Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
optimistic they’ll do. 

“We have asked the 
provincial government 
for $5 million and they 
haven’t said no. They just 
have to work through a 
process,” he said. 

City spokesperson 
Ronna Bremer said the trip 
was a mandatoiy part of 
the process, so the city had 
to go. 

“It was a requirement 
of the bidding process, so 
they actually provided us 
with information about 
being a candidate city,” 
she said. 

She added that the 
$20,000 cost, for four staff 
members over four days, 
was partially because the 
trip had to be arranged 
with relatively little notice. 

Iveson said a certain 
amount of travel is going 
to be essential for the bid 
to succeed. 

“You have to meet dele¬ 
gates and you have to meet 
the decision-makers who 
decide where the games 
go,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
the costs of the bid are 
going to be worth it, if the 
city secures the spot. 

“We’re in this to win 
it. We’re going to have to 
spend some money to win 
the games,” he said.

Co mmuni ty split in half 
over cracked pavement 


Don’t fix it. Residents

It’s an alley with cracks that 
has left a community div¬ 
ided. 

City councillors rejected 
a petition last week for alley 
paving in a west-end neigh¬ 
bourhood, because the com¬ 
munity was almost evenly 
split on whether or not to 
do it. 


In one of the closest such 
votes the city has seen, 46 
per cent of residents in the 
Glenwood area petitioned 
against a proposed local 
improvement levy to pave 
back alleys between 163 and 
164 streets. 

A further seven per cent 
of people were also against 
it, but have incomplete 
information on their peti¬ 
tion, making it technically 
invalid. This came after an 
initial expression of interest 
from homeowners. 

Todd Burge, a manager in 
the city’s financial services 
branch, said the city routine¬ 
ly does local improvement 
levies like this, but it’s rare 
for the margin to be so thin. 

“You always have some 


people opposed to it, but 
generally you have a strong 
positive number on these 
things,” he said. 

The proposed levy would 
have seen the city borrow 
$260,047 to complete the 
work, with residents paying 
that back over the next 10 
years. 

John Mageau was one of 
the residents in the “no” col¬ 
umn. He said he believes the 
alley is fine, but, regardless, 
at 86, he’s paid enough taxes. 

“I have been paying taxes 
for 40 years,” he said. 

Nathan Hollman said he 
initially favoured the pro¬ 
ject, but when he saw how 
much it could add to his bill, 
he soured on the idea. 

“I can afford it, but why

should I have to?” he said. 

Hollman said he blames 
the city’s heavy garbage 
trucks for the road’s condi¬ 
tion and believes the city 
should pay more for these 
improvements.

Hoping to leave the stigma 
around mental health behind 
her, Clara Hughes’ cross- 
countiy cycling tour spun 
into Edmonton Sunday. 

Hughes has been on the 
arduous trek since March 
when she left Toronto and 


then headed north through 
the Atlantic province, into 
the Northwest Territories and 
then down into British Col¬ 
umbia. Her goal is to arrive in 
Ottawa on July 1. 

Hughes said hearing 
people tell their own stories 
about dealing with mental 
health along the ride has 
boosted her spirits on the 
journey. 

“It has been profoundly in¬ 


spiring,” she said. 

Hughes said she initially 
believed success in sport 
would help her deal with her 
depression, but after winning 
her first of what would be six 
medals, she realized she was 
wrong. 

“It cracked me wide open, 
because the things I thought 
were going to make me bet¬ 
ter, those Olympic medals, 
they didn’t,” she said. 


She said she hopes the 
ride helps shatter the stigma 
around mental illness, but 
she intends to keep talking 
about it long after she arrives 
in Ottawa. 

“I will talk until I’m blue 
in the face, until this be¬ 
comes normal,” she said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen who 
has been public about his 
own battle with depression, 
said Hughes’ ride breaks 
down barriers around mental 
health. 

“She reached the top of 
the world six times and she 
suffered depression,” he said. 
“That says to the world any¬ 
body can fall into a mental 
illness.” 


Oilsands reflect ‘negligence and greed’: Desmond Tutu 


Anglican archbishop Des¬ 
mond Tutu has called Al¬ 
berta’s oilsands “filth” cre¬ 
ated by greed, and has urged 
all sides to work together to 
protect the environment and 
aboriginal rights. 

“The fact that this filth 
is being created now, when 
the link between carbon 


emissions and global warm¬ 
ing is so obvious, reflects 
negligence and greed,” Tutu 
told more than 200 rapt at¬ 
tendees at a conference on 
oilsands development and 
treaty rights in Fort Mc- 
Murray. 

Tutu has criticized the oil¬ 
sands before. 


The archbishop, who won 
the Nobel Peace Prize for 
his role in the fight against 
apartheid, has taken strong 
stands on climate change 
and against projects such as 
the Keystone XL pipeline. 

Industry supporters have 
pointed out that the oil¬ 
sands’ contribution to the 


amount of heat-trapping car¬ 
bon dioxide produced global¬ 
ly is minuscule. 

But Tutu argued that hu¬ 
manity must act together to 
end a threat that is already 
affecting people around the 
globe. 

Despite his uncompro¬ 
mising rhetoric, Tutu urged 


people from all sides to work 
together. 

He pointed to the experi¬ 
ence of his own country over¬ 
coming generations of racial 
intolerance as an example 
of how widely differing pos¬ 
itions can be brought togeth¬ 
er through mutual good will.

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Argh, matey! Missing 
Thai tanker releasedafter 
its cargo stolen by pirates 


A Thai tanker that went mis¬ 
sing after leaving Singapore 
last week has been released 
by pirates who stole its oil 
cargo, a maritime watchdog 
said Monday. 

The International Mari¬ 
time Bureau said it has been 
informed by the ship’s owner 
that Mt Orapin 4 has been 
released and safely arrived at 
Sri Racha Port in Thailand on 
Sunday. 

The ship’s owner lost 
contact with the vessel and 
its 14 crew members after it 
left Singapore on May 27. The 
ship was due at the Indones¬ 


ian port of Pontianalc two 
days later but failed to arrive. 

“Pirates hijacked and 
stole the tanker’s oil cargo 
onboard and destroyed the 
communication equipment. 
The crew and vessel are safe,” 
said Noel Choong, who heads 
the bureau’s piracy reporting 
centre in Kuala Lumpur. No 
further details were available. 

Last month, a Thai ship 
and a Singapore tanker carry¬ 
ing diesel were also attacked 
by pirates after they left 
Singapore. Pirates stole the 
cargo before releasing the

U.S.tocut30%of 
power plant carbon 

The Obama administration 
on Monday will roll out a 
plan to cut earth-warming 
pollution from power plants 
by 30 per cent by 2030, 
setting in motion one of the 


most significant actions to ad¬ 
dress global warming in U.S. 
histoiy. 

The rule, which is ex¬ 
pected to be final next year, 
will set the first national 
limits on carbon dioxide, 
the chief gas linked to 
global warming from the 
nation’s power plants.

Transport Canada vexes 
U.S., Europe with decision 


Bell Helicopter Canada. 

Special exemption for 
Canadian company 
raises eyebrows abroad 


The Harper government’s de¬ 
cision to grant Bell Helicop¬ 
ter Canada a special weight 
exemption for one of its air¬ 
craft strained relations be¬ 
tween Transport Canada and 
aviation safety regulators in 
the U.S. and Europe, federal 
documents show. 

The declaration, involving 
the Bell model 429, was made 
over strenuous objections 
from the U.S. Federal Avi¬ 
ation Administration (FAA) 
and the European Aviation 
Safety Agency (EASA), which 
complained that Transport 
Canada kept them in the dark 
about the significant regula¬ 
tor change. 

The adjustment, also the 
subject of a court challenge, 


increased the maximum 
weight gross weight limit to 
3,400 kilograms, and allowed 
Bell to enter and recently win 
a $ 172-million contract to 
provide 15 light helicopters 
to the coast guard. 

Documents obtained by 
The Canadian Press under Ac¬ 
cess to Information showed 
both international agencies 
felt sandbagged prior to the 
easing of the weight restric¬ 
tion in December 2011. 

“EASA expressed dis¬ 
appointment that we had not 
given them a heads up about 
this exemption and about our 
intention to consider it,” said a 
June 17,2011 email from Trans¬ 
port Canada’s director of policy 
and regulatory authority. 

Emails between the agen¬ 
cies say the exception has also 
given the Mirabel, Que.-based 
company, a subsidiaiy of U.S. 
conglomerate Textron, a com¬ 
petitive advantage in more 
than a dozen other countries 
around the world.

Three months after her tu¬ 
multuous birth, death and re¬ 
birth, the little girl known as 
“The Miracle Baby” appears to 
be a healthy, bouncing three- 
month-old. 

“Everybody asks, is there 
any health issues?” said mother 
Robin Cyr, dandling Mireya on 
her knee outside her Barring¬ 
ton Street home Sunday after¬ 
noon. “But knock on wood, 
she’s doing eveiything on time. 
She holds her head up, she 
turns to your voice, she smiles.” 

Mireya was apparently still¬ 
born after a long and difficult 
deliveiy in March — but after 


28 minutes without breathing, 
and after being declared dead, 
the baby spontaneously began 
breathing again. 

Cyr said doctors at the hos¬ 
pital have never been able to 
explain the stunning turn, but 
she and her family have all the 
explanation they need. 

“It’s a miracle, and God is 
doing his work,” said Pearleen 
Shephard, Cyr’s aunt, who was 


in the delivery room offering 
“deep and strong” prayers for 
the baby’s well-being. 

The baby has progressed 
well and normally since com¬ 
ing home, adored by her older 
brother and sister, and doted on 
by friends and relatives. 

“She gets a lot of attention,” 
said Shephard.

The boy’s aunt and uncle, 
who haven’t been publicly 
identified to protect the child, 
have been arrested and charged 
with failing to provide the ne¬ 
cessaries of life and forcible 
confinement.

Frozen pipes for 
many despite heat 

The air conditioners are 
whirring in Winnipeg with 
temperatures recently soaring 
above 30 C, but below the 
ground it’s a different stoiy. 

Hundreds of residents still 
have frozen water pipes. 


Other cities in Canada 
and the U.S. grappled with 
frozen water pipes during 
an exceptionally cold winter, 
but Winnipeg’s problem has 
dragged on the longest.

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Dog disease 
gets the goose 



New treatment. 

Puppies with canine 
parvovirus treated 
with antibodies from 
goose eggs 


A North Dakota company that 
discovered an antibody tech¬ 
nology while tiying to cure 
flocks of dying geese is using 
its research for a more warm 
and fuzzy purpose: saving pup¬ 
pies. 

Early tests performed on 
about 50 puppies in seven U.S. 
states for Grand Forlcs-based 
Avianax have resulted in a 90 
per cent cure rate for canine 
parvovirus, which spreads 
through animal waste and dir¬ 
ect contact between dogs, usu¬ 
ally at kennels, shelters and 
shows. 

Some puppies die from the 
virus and others are eutha¬ 
nized because the antibiotics 
and other medicine needed to 
treat it can be too expensive — 
sometimes up to $2,000 — and 
take too long. 

It isn’t clear how many dogs 
contract parvo annually, since 
the disease isn’t required to be 
reported. At the Kansas City 
Pet Project, one of eight test 
sites and among the largest 
shelters in the United States, 
about five cases a month wind 


up on the “parvo ward.” Offi¬ 
cials with the Missouri shelter 
believe the treatment will lead 
to a dramatic increase in their 
“parvo graduates.” 

“A lot of open admission 
shelters choose to not treat 
parvo because it’s considered 
too much of a resource,” shel¬ 
ter spokeswoman Tori Fugate 
said. 

Avianax chief operating 
officer Richard Glynn hopes 
to start selling the parvoONE 
antibody-based treatment — 
that is, harvested from the 
yokes of goose eggs — for $75 


a dose by next spring. 

“I think there will be a lot 
of puppy owners who will be 
veiy happy,” Glynn said. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture issued a condition¬ 
al permit for the field trials 
that are taking place. 

Such permits are normally 
reserved for outbreaks or other 
dire situations, but this one 
passed muster because there’s 
no product specifically target¬ 
ed for parvovirus, said Jeremy 
Vrchota, Avianax’s sales direc¬ 
tor and regulatoiy liaison.

N.Y. state expands 
health records

New York has been quietly 
building a statewide 
system of comprehensive 
medical records, planning 
to open computer links 
where patients and doctors 
can reference entire health 
histories. 

The statewide health 
information exchange 
was started in 2007 and 
comprises 10 regional 
exchanges now being 
stitched together. 

More than $900 million 
has been spent so far build¬ 
ing them — about half of 
it federal funds. Patients 
must sign consent forms to 
have records included. 

A pilot program for 
patient access is scheduled 
to start this summer at 
two hospitals.

A cheap, decades-old chemo¬ 
therapy drug extended life by 
more than a year when added 
to standard hormone therapy 
for men whose prostate can¬ 
cer had widely spread, doctors 
reported Sunday. 

Men who received do- 
cetaxel, sold as Taxotere and 
in generic form, lived nearly 
58 months versus 44 months 
for those not given the drug, a 
major study found. 

“This is one of the biggest 
improvements we’ve seen in 
survival in adults” with any 
type of cancer that has widely 
spread from its original site, 
said Dr. Christopher Sweeney 
of Dana-Farber Cancer Insti¬ 
tute in Boston. 

Prostate cancer is the most 
common cancer in men. In the 
United States, about 240,000 
new cases are diagnosed each 


year. About 30,000 annually 
are like the men in this study, 
with disease that has spread to 
bones or other organs. 

The National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute paid for the study, which 
took nearly a decade to do. 
The result shows the import¬ 
ance of federal funding for 
research that otherwise might 
not get done, said Dr. Clifford 
Hudis, who works at Memorial 
Sloan Kettering Cancer Center 
in New York and also is the 
president of the oncology so¬ 
ciety. 

“These are often studies 
that industiy is less interested 
in funding, such as a new use 
for an old drug” that lost pat¬ 
ent protection long ago, he 
said. 

Generic docetaxel costs 
about $1,500 or less per in¬ 
fusion.

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Indian police say three 
confess to rape, murder 


Country outraged. 

Two teenaged girls 
were assaulted and left 
hanging from a mango 
tree last week 


Three men have confessed to 
the gang rape and slaying of 
two teenage girls who were 
found hanging from a tree 
in northern India, police said 
Sunday, in a case that has re¬ 
cast a light on rampant sexual 
violence in the countiy. 

Authorities continued to 
search for two additional sus¬ 
pects in last week’s attack on 
the 14- and 15-year-old cous¬ 
ins in Uttar Pradesh state, po¬ 
lice officer Atul Saxena said. 

The girls, from an im¬ 
poverished family with no 
toilets in their home in the 
tiny village of Katra, about 
300 kilometres from Luck¬ 
now, the state capital, dis¬ 
appeared Tuesday night after 
going into fields to relieve 


themselves. 

After the girls were found 
hanging from a mango tree 
on Wednesday, hundreds of 
angry villagers stayed next to 
the tree, demanding that po¬ 
lice find the attackers before 
allowing them to remove the 
bodies. Indian television sta¬ 
tions showed footage of the 
villagers sitting under the 
girls’ bodies as they swung in 
the wind. Initial reports indi¬ 
cated the girls were sisters. 
They were, in fact, cousins. 

Police arrested two sus¬ 
pects on Wednesday and 
another on Saturday. When 
questioned by police, the 
men admitted they had at¬ 
tacked the girls, Saxena said. 

The suspects, who are 
cousins in their 20s, face 
murder and rape charges. Au¬ 
thorities also have arrested 
two cops and suspended two 
others for failing to investi¬ 
gate. India has a long histoiy 
of tolerance for sexual vio¬ 
lence, but the attack on the 
girls has caused national out¬ 
rage.

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Recovery of Mt. Rainier climbers uncertain

Mount Rainier National Park 
officials said that due to dan¬ 
gerous conditions there are 
no immediate plans to re¬ 
cover the bodies of six climb¬ 
ers who likely fell thousands 
of feet to their deaths in the 
worst alpine accident on the 
Washington state mountain 
in decades. 

Continuous ice and rock 
falls make the area too dan¬ 
gerous for rescuers, park 
spokeswoman Patti Wold said 
Sunday morning. The area 
will be checked periodically 
by air in the coming weeks 
and months, she said. 


Wold added that “there’s 
no certainty that recoveiy is 
possible given the location.” 

Park officials believe the 
group fell 1,000 metres from 
their last known where¬ 
abouts of 3,900 metres on 
Liberty Ridge. 

“It’s inconceivable that 
anyone survived that” fall, 
Wold said. Officials have not 
released the names of those 
who died. 

A helicopter crew on Sat¬ 
urday spotted camping and 
climbing gear in the ava¬ 
lanche-prone area. Air and 
ground searches were sus¬ 


pended late Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

The group was on a five- 
day climb of the Liberty Ridge 
route, one of the more tech¬ 
nical and advanced routes, 
and were scheduled to reach 
the summit of Mount Rainier 
on Thursday, with a day to 
climb down. 

The missing group in¬ 
cludes four clients of Seattle- 
based Alpine Ascents Inter¬ 
national and two guides. 

When they did not return 
on Friday, the climbing com¬ 
pany notified park officials.

Media and 
sports 
mogul dead 

Philadelphia Inquirer co-owner 
Lewis Katz was killed along 
with six other people in a fieiy 
plane crash in Massachusetts, 
just days after reaching a deal 
that many hoped would end 
months of infighting at the 
newspaper and restore it to its 
former gloiy. 

His son, Drew, and a busi¬ 
ness partner confirmed Katz’s 
death in a crash of a Gulf- 
stream IV private jet, which 
went down on takeoff from 
Hanscom Field outside Boston 
on its way to Atlantic City, N.J., 
on Saturday night. There were 
no survivors. 

On Tuesday, Katz and Har¬ 
old H.F. Gerry Lenfest struck a 
deal to gain hill control of the 
Inquirer as well as the Phila¬ 
delphia Daily News and Philly. 
com by buying out their co¬ 
owners for $88 million — an 
agreement that ended a veiy 
public feud over the Inquirer’s 
business and journalism direc¬ 
tion. Lenfest said Sunday that 
the deal will be delayed but 
will proceed. 

Katz and Anne Leeds, a 
retired preschool teacher who 
was Katz’s next-door neigh¬ 
bour and who also died in the 
crash, were among the 200 
or so guests at the Concord, 
Mass., home of author Doris 
Kearns Goodwin on Saturday 
afternoon, her representative 
said. The event was to support 
an education initiative for 
Goodwin’s son Michael. After¬ 
ward, the author joined Katz, 
her friend of nearly 20 years, 
and others at dinner, where 
they talked about their shared 
interests, Goodwin said. 

“The last thing he said to 
me upon leaving for the plane 
was that most of all what we 
shared was our love and pride 
for our children,” Goodwin 
said. 

Katz once owned the NBA’s 
New Jersey Nets and the NHL’s 
New Jersey Devils. He made 
his fortune investing in the 
Kinney Parking empire.

Nun and two

A Canadian nun and two Ital¬ 
ian priests have been freed 
two months after they were 
abducted by armed groups in 
northern Cameroon, author¬ 
ities said Sunday.

74-year-old originally 
from Asbestos, Que., was 
kidnapped on April 5 along 
with Gianantonio Allegri 
and Giampaolo Marta. 

All three had been 
working as missionaries. 
Bussiere’s cousin, Michel 
Belanger, who still lives in 
Asbestos, said the family felt 
relief after weeks of worry. 

“We were almost ex¬ 
pecting the worst,” he said.

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Suspect in museum 
shooting rampage 
spent time in Syria 



Brussels. Prosecutor 
says alleged jihadist 
tried to film killings, but 
his camera had failed 


A suspected French jihad¬ 
ist who spent time in Syria 
is in custody over the shoot¬ 
ing deaths of three people 
at a Belgian Jewish museum, 
prosecutors said Sunday, crys- 
talizing fears that European 
radicals will parlay their ex¬ 
periences in Syria into terror¬ 
ism back home. 

When Mehdi Nemmouche 
was arrested in southern 
France on Friday, he was 
in possession of firearms, a 
large quantity of ammunition 
and a video claiming respon¬ 
sibility for the May 24 attack, 
a Belgian prosecutor said. 

In a one-minute rampage 
that deeply shook Europe’s 
Jewish community, a gunman 
opened fire at the Brussels 
museum. In addition to the 
fatalities, another person was 
gravely wounded. 

Authorities raised anti¬ 
terror alert levels as they 
searched for the attacker. But 
it was ultimately a customs 
inspection in the French port 
city of Marseille that turned 
up Nemmouche, as he dis¬ 
embarked from a bus coming 


from Amsterdam, Paris pros¬ 
ecutor Francois Molins said. 

The suspect had a revolver 
and a retractable automatic 
weapon like those used in the 
Brussels attack, and ballistics 
analyses were underway to 
determine if they were used 
in the attack, Molins said. 

Nemmouche, a 29-year-old 
from northern France, had a 
criminal record, with seven 
convictions for crimes like 
attempted robbeiy — but 
nothing related to terrorism, 


Molins said. 

Belgian federal prosecu¬ 
tor Frederic Van Leeuw, in a 
separate news conference in 
Brussels on Sunday, said the 
suspect had tried to film the 
killings on May 24, but his 
camera failed. A video found 
in his possession shows his 
weapons and clothes, and 
includes a voice claiming re¬ 
sponsibility for the “attack in 
Brussels against Jews,” Van 
Leeuw said.

and rovers have hitched a ride 
to Earth’s planetary neighbour 
using the same parachute de¬ 
sign. But NASA needs a bigger 
and stronger parachute if it 
wants to send astronauts there. 

Weather permitting, the 
space agency will conduct a 
test flight Tuesday high in 
Earth’s atmosphere that’s 
supposed to simulate the thin 
Martian air. 

Cameras rigged aboard the 
vehicle will capture the action 
as it accelerates to four times 
the speed of sound and falls 
back to Earth. Viewers with an 
Internet connection can follow 
along live. 

Landing has always been 
“one of the big technology 
challenges for a human Mars 
mission,” American University 
space policy professor Howard 
McCurdy said in an email. 

NASA plans more test

The term “Canadian English” 
was simultaneously coined 
and denounced by Rev. A. Con¬ 
stable Geikie in 1857. Geikie, a 
Scot, stood before an audience 
of scientists, architects and en¬ 
gineers at the Royal Canadian 
Institute and declared our nas¬ 
cent tongue “a corrupt dialect.” 

Geikie may have dismissed 
Canadian English, but Charles 
Boberg, a linguistics profes¬ 
sor at McGill University, has 
made a career of studying it. 
While many of his colleagues 
treat language like a science 
— analyzing its veiy structure 
and debating the definition of 
phonemes and allophones — 
Boberg’s research explores the 
nexus of language and culture. 

“Linguists have a tendency 
to concentrate on the internal 
linguistic aspects of language, 
but it’s easy to forget that lan¬ 
guages are veiy much shaped 
by non-linguistic things,” he 
says. “Take Canadian English, 


for example. The very exist¬ 
ence of Canadian English is 
due in major part to three of 
the most important events in 
the histoiy of the world.” 

The stoiy of Geikie’s cor¬ 
rupt dialect begins with the 
British victoiy over France in 
the Seven Years’ War in 1763, 
ensuring English, not French, 
would be the dominant tongue 
of North America. Then, some 
two decades later, the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution drove 40,000 
British loyalists north into Can¬ 
ada. 

“It was a huge influx of 
English speakers into an area 
that was still mostly franco¬ 
phone,” Boberg said. “It meant 
the beginning of a significant 


Enghsh-speaking population in 
Canada and led directly to the 
creation of Ontario and New 
Brunswick.” 

The final event that es¬ 
tablished Canadian English 
as a separate dialect was the 
Industrial Revolution. Early 
automation, particularly in 
agriculture, created a vast 
surplus population in Britain 
and sparked another wave of 
English emigration to the New 
World. 

Since then, Boberg believes 
the “Canadian-isms” in our 
language — from “eh” to “zed” 
— have become part of our 
national character, something 
that sets us apart from both our 
colonial past and the cultural 


behemoth south of the border. 

The Canadian shift 

“As we tiy to carve out a Can¬ 
adian space in that cultural 
landscape, we are faced with 
this issue of identity,” said 
Boberg. “And while other 
markers get washed away in a 
sea of global popular culture, 
language is one of the things 
that still remains as a solid sig¬ 
nal of identity. Canadians can 
identify each other and be iden¬ 
tified as Canadians by others by 
how they speak.” 

Languages seldom stop 
evolving, and Canadian Eng¬ 
lish has continued to morph 
and change into the 21st cen- 


Stereotypes 


Do we really 
say'eh'? 

Dr. Charles Boberg says 
many of the stereotypes 
about Canadian English are 
“outdated” at best, and “exag¬ 
gerated” at worst. In the case 
of the infamous “eh,” recent 
studies show few Canadians 
employ the phrase except for 
some older Ontarians. In fact, 
younger Canadians, particu¬ 


larly those in urban areas, 
are more likely to end their 
sentences with “right.” 

As for the oft-satirized 
Canadian pronunciation of 
about as “a-boot,” Boberg 
says the actual sound is 
closer to “a-boat.” A few actual 
Canadian-isms: 

• Washroom: Used almost 
exclusively in Canada, this is 
the general term for “toilet” 
in Britain, and a “restroom” in 
the United States. 


• Chesterfield: Although 
its usage is on the decline, 
this is an elaborate Canadian 
word for couch. 

• Pencil crayon: Elsewhere 
in the world, these are called 
coloured pencils. 

• Bunnyhug: Used mainly 
in Saskatchewan to refer to a 
hooded sweater. 

• Drop the gloves: As most 
Canadians can tell you, this 
slang term for starting a fight 
is derived from hockey. 


tuiy. The term “Canadian shift” 
was coined in 1995 to describe 
a subtle change in how we pro¬ 
nounce some vowels: “milk” 
starts to sound like “melk,” 
“pit” like “pet,” “pat” like “pot.” 

Similar to the shift is “Can¬ 
adian raising,” the phenomen¬ 
on that gives rise to our stereo¬ 
typical pronunciation of “oot” 
and “aboot.” But, unlike the 
U.S., where marked differences 
in regional speech persist, the 
trajectory of Canadian English 
has been one of homogeniza¬ 
tion. With a few exceptions — 
Newfoundland and Quebec, 
mostly — Canadians pretty 
much sound the same. 

“We’ve seen the consolida¬ 
tion of Canadian English as a 
national language spoken coast 
to coast,” Boberg said. “There’s 
3,000 miles between Vancou¬ 
ver and Ottawa, yet if you put 
someone from Vancouver and 
someone from Ottawa in the 
same room, they’d have dif¬ 
ficulty telling where the other 
was from.” 

Instead, the central tension 
in Canadian English is a lin¬ 
guistic tug of war between the 
British and American tongues. 
At the risk of oversimplifica¬ 
tion, we spell like Brits but 
speak like Yanks. 

According to Boberg, the 
standardization of Canadian 
English — and its increasing 


commonality with its Amer¬ 
ican cousin — reflects a much 
broader trend. Factors like in¬ 
creased mobility, greater access 
to education and the techno¬ 
logical reach of the Internet are 
eroding distinctions between 
dialects the world over. 

“They’ve basically put an 
end to the kind of isolation that 
fostered unique local dialects,” 
he said. “Changes are still go¬ 
ing on all the time, but those 
changes now have the ability 
to diffuse almost immediately 
into the entire English-speak¬ 
ing community in a matter of 
months.” 

That could have a profound 
effect on Canadian English, 
particularly when coupled 
with demographic changes 
and increased immigration. As 
a result, Boberg believes future 
Canadian English speakers 
could sound even more like 
Americans. 

“With the turn away from 
the British heritage that was so 
dominant ... we have an open 
door for American interven¬ 
tions to come in,” he said. “And 
new arrivals have the capacity 
to change the linguistic land¬ 
scape as well, as they likely 
have little or no attachment to 
British English.”

Not long ago mutual fund 
investors were treated in the 
same way as patients in the 
medical system of old. “Well 
tell you what we think you 
need to know when we think 
you need to know it.” 

Cost, performance and 
risk, three essential ingredi¬ 
ents of investing, could be 
ignored completely when 
advisers sold mutual funds to 
clients. Fund Facts, an initia¬ 
tive of the Canadian Securities 


Regulators (CSA), is a fairly 
easy-to-read document that 
mutual fund providers must 
post on their website. 

Fund Facts offers basic in¬ 
formation such as the fund’s 
Top 10 investments, the risk 
rating as judged by the fund 
provider, annual performance 
as well as average annual re¬ 
turns and the cost of the fund. 

The cost or fund expenses 
(called the Management 
Expense Ratio or MER), are 
detailed as an annual charge 
— 2.12 per cent, for example. 
They are also expressed in 
dollar terms. For example, the 
expenses of Canadian Equity 
Fund XYZ will cost you $21.20 


for every $1,000 invested. 

However, some firms 
don’t make it clear that the 
expenses are levied annually 
for as long as you own the 
fund. After looking through 
Fund Facts documents of vari¬ 
ous mutual funds, I noticed 
that an investor could easily 
assume that the expense is a 
one-time charge. 

Also, missing from the 
document are comparative 
figures. An annual return 
of seven per cent tells you 
absolutely nothing without 
the average return for similar 
funds or the category. If the 
category average is 10 per 
cent then your fund is an 


underperformer. 

Still, Fund Facts has been 
a step in the right direction. 
The next step will be an 
even better one. The CSA is 
proposing that the document 
be given to investors at point 
of sale. That means an adviser 
will have to produce it before 
you buy units of a fund. 

Until the new regulation 
is in force, ask for the Fund 
Facts document before you 
invest. Also, insist on the 
category average expenses 
(or the MER of similar funds) 
and also the category average 
returns. 

If your adviser balks, find 
another one.

South African actor Sharlto 
Copley has put a lot of 
thought into the decisions 
his character, Stefan, makes 
in Maleficent, betraying the 
title fairy (played by Angel¬ 
ina Jolie) and setting her on 
a path of revenge. And those 
thoughts quickly became 
a lot of thinking about so¬ 
ciety, gender roles and the 
male ego. 

Stefan is pretty much the 
villain in this story, but you 
can’t really oversimplify 
him as such, can you? 

I don’t like playing vil¬ 
lains. I’m not an actor who 
enjoys it more. But in this 
case, I felt like this was 
an opportunity in a very 
female-centred film to play 
the kind of cautionary tale 
for men of what can hap¬ 
pen to that male ego, the 
male desire and ambition 
for power. It’s a very stereo- 
typically male trait. And 
when that runs away with 
itself and is left unchecked, 
what happens then? How 
many stories can I tell 
you of very successful 
men who destroyed their 
families — they traded in 


their wives for younger 
versions as soon as they 
were successful, they didn’t 
spend time with their kids. 
That’s what King Stefan 
is in an extreme version. 
I’m guessing there’s very 
few billionaires who were 
faithful to their wives. I’d 
be fascinated to see the stat 
on that. 

I was joking to a friend 
that the film could be seen 
from Stefan’s perspective 
as a cautionary tale about 
crazy ex-girlfriends. 


It is definitely also a cau¬ 
tionary tale about crazy 
ex-girlfriends, I could see 
that working. “Sorry, this 
is really awkward.” That’s 
great. 

There’s also been a grow¬ 
ing trend in blockbusters 
lately of man versus the 
environment, which plays 
into this as well. 

It’s not surprising that 
we’re getting to a point 
where women are going, 
“Listen, this male energy 
is really messing up the 


world.” Again, I’m stereo¬ 
typing, but there is a male 
type of ego and a male 
energy in the world. If you 
go back to look at it in 
evolutionary terms, it was 
there to protect families 
from sabre-tooth tigers. 
That’s what we did, that’s 
why we were useful. The 
world doesn’t need that in 
the same way anymore, so 
now you have this drive, 
this male energy, that’s left 
unchecked and what does 
it do? You see this more 
and more that men, as 


they become more power¬ 
ful, those two primal male 
urges come up — which I 
think almost any man can 
relate to if they’re hon¬ 
est with themselves — of 
protect and conquer. In a 
very primal, animalistic 
way, what you see more 
and more is men becom¬ 
ing successful and the 
conquer instinct driving in 
every way.

MacMillan, at least in the 
pilot, is a mysterious char¬ 


acter. He appears as if out of 
nowhere, driving a fast car 
and heartlessly running over 
an armadillo.

Tracking the tweet 
sounds of success. 

Twitter users can help 
their fave songs and 
artists climb the charts 
— at least for a few 
minutes at a time 


For music fans who remem¬ 
ber a time when the “web” 
was nothing more than half 
the title of a book about a 
magical spider, the charts 
were much more than just a 
scorecard of popularity. They 
implicitly validated — or 
challenged — the legitimacy 
of your own taste. 

They meant, as writer/ 
Saint Etienne founder Bob 
Stanley has put it, “competi¬ 
tion, excitement in league- 
table form, pop music as 
sport.” 

“The charts dictated what 
you heard on the radio, what 
you saw on TV, how high your 
heroes’ stock had risen.” 

Which brings us to the 
launch of the perfect itera¬ 
tion for the post-Charlotte’s 


Web era: Billboard’s real-time 
Twitter music chart. 

Two charts, actually: The 
Trending 140 (named after, of 
course, the maximum num¬ 
ber of characters in a tweet) 
and Emerging Artists. 

Designed to track the 
minute-by-minute ups and 
downs of the most shared 


songs on Twitter (only, for 
now, in the U.S.), the charts 
have, as with most new 
things, already inspired their 
share of derision. 

“How long until an artist 
is pitched as ‘Number 1 (for 
two hours on Sunday after¬ 
noon)’?” said Pitchfork music 
critic Eric Harvey on (what 


else?) Twitter. 

“Are record companies 
going to start handing out 
plaques based on you spent 
seven minutes on the chart 
on May 27?” says Billboard 
president John Amato. “No, 
but I don’t think that was our 
goal. For record companies, 
we want them to use this as

promotion, and for fans we 
want this to be a game as well 
as a discovery engine. For art¬ 
ists, we want them to be able 
to spark real conversations 
with their fans ... 

“We want something 
people can engage with more 
frequently.” 

That jaclced-up frequency 
cuts both ways. On the one 
hand, “Nothing is cooler than 
tweeting for your favourite 
artist, then seeing that artist 
go from 12 to 2” on the chart, 
Amato says. “You actually 
have a cause and effect.” 

On the other, the ludi¬ 
crously transitory nature of 
a Twitter trend seems anti¬ 
thetical to the veiy concept 


of a chart. Historically, it’s 
always been a snapshot. Now 
it’s a video being made by an 
audience of thousands, if not 
millions, each shooting a dif¬ 
ferent scene. 

So what comes next? Will 
the data behind the new, 
ever-shifting Twitter charts 
ultimately be incorporated 
into Billboard’s main album 
and singles charts? 

Yes, says Amato, adding 
“Now, what that means, we 
don’t know. But our job is to 
quantify music and legitim¬ 
ate fan-intended consump¬ 
tion of music....Because we 
want to be an authentic rep¬ 
resentation of what’s going 
on right now.” 

It’s all a long way from 
the charts as “perfect time 
capsules,” as Stanley memor¬ 
ializes them in his memoir/ 
history Yeah Yeah Yeah. Back 
then, they could “cover all 
pop genres with no favouring 
the hip or the entitled, the 
homebodies or the voyagers.” 

“Pop is a decades-long love 
affair.” 

We’ll see if it will flourish 
from hour to hour.

Online encyclopedia health info, 
you are the Wiki-est link, study says 


At the first signs of illness, 
many of us don’t hesitate to 
look up our symptoms and 
corresponding conditions on 
Wikipedia. But according to a 
study published in the Journal 
of the American Osteopathic 
Association, the vast majority 
of health-related pages on the 
open online encyclopedia are 
laden with errors. 

Carried out by a group of 
18 doctors with various af¬ 
filiations across the U.S., the 


study identified the 10 most 
costly conditions in the coun- 
tiy. The Wikipedia entry on 
each of these conditions was

Rodriguez started mak¬ 
ing money from the blog 
one year ago. “I had some 
friends doing it full-time 
and realized that as long as 
I market myself accordingly 
and grow at the same rate, 
I could do it professionally,” 
he explained. 

Now, Rodriguez makes 
money from writing spon¬ 
sored blog posts for brands 
like Kenneth Cole or Ted 
Baker and working on social 
media side projects, includ¬ 
ing his job as a community 
manager for Details. 

His collective income is 
comparable to that of a fash¬ 
ion assistant and his savings 
will allow him to move to 
Europe, where he will travel 
and attempt to expand his 
brand.

there,” he said. “Brands are 
realizing the worth of blog¬ 
gers, and it grows as they 
continue to work on differ¬ 
ent blogs.”
